Court Rules Against 
Parochial School Parents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Supreme Court has 
rejected tax credits to parents as a way of providing 
public help to parochial school children, an idea favored, 
■ both by President Ford and former President Richard 
Nixon. 
Attorney Leo Pfeffer of New York, a veteran of many 
church-state suits, said the high court’s 6-3 invalidation 
Monday of a California tax credit law closes the issue, if it 
was not already closed, by a. last year's decision against a, 
similar New York law. 
Former President Nixon was committed to federal tax 
credit legislation before the 1973 decision. In a recent 
news conference, Ford said he liked the tax credit idea but 
“unfortunately” the Supreme Court had ruled it out. 
“ I think that’s regrettable because competition in 
education between private and public is good for the' 
student,” he said. “. . .1 would hope that we could find 
some constitutional way in which to help private schools. 
The court acted in a brief order in the California case 
with Chief Justice Warren Burger and Justices Byron 
White and William Rehnquist dissenting. 
Pfeffer said. Ford, and Nixon, may approve of tax credits 
“but the Supreme Court and the Constitution doesn’t.” 
The basis of all Supreme Court rulings on church-state 
relations is the First Ammendment: “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of religion or 
prohibiting the free exercise 'thereof.” 
The court has made this ammendment apply to the 
states. 
In another summary ruling Monday, the court said 
authorities need not provide bus transportation to 
parochial school students. 
The court ruled 27 years ago that states are permitted to 
reimburse parents of private school students for bus 
fares. 
Monday’s action means they are not compelled to do so.

“This is very important for 
Mexico when we consider the 
prices prevailing in the world 


market,” the Mexican president 
said, 
adding 
with 
a 
grin, 
“prices which we will, respect." 
On Cuba, Ford said he told 
Echeverría "we had not seen 
any change in the attitude of 
Mr. Castro and the people in 
his government. Inasmuch as 
there has been no change, it is 
not expected that our attitude 
would change toward Cuba.” 
Mexico is a leader in the 
growing movement to restore 
Cuba to this hemisphere com­ 
munity. 
A senior White House official 


told 
newsmen

meeting that Ford “would not. 
press the issue” of oil with 
Echeverría. 
“My 
instinct

Reagan Could Re Dissident Candidate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan says he might run as a third party presidential 
candidate in 1976 if the two major parties fail to represent 
“ the will of 'the American people ” Reagan also said 
President Ford could be challenged for the 1976 
Republican presidential nomination “if things have 
u grw n worse instead of better” for his administration. 
The conservative Republican made his remarks in a 
taped television interview Monday night on the Public 
Broadcasting Service Reagan has repeatedly urged Ford 
to chart his programs and policies in line with what he 
terms the “conservative m andate" won by President 
Nixon in his 1972 landslide re-election victory.

Ray Believes He’ll Get New Trial

federal court fight today for a new trial that could reverse 
his confession that he killed Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
The slender Ray. gray beyond his 46 years, was secretly 
whisked here from the state prison in Nashville Sunday 
night and lodged in the maximum security Shelby County 
Jail ceil where he spent eight months before his March 10, 
1969. confession In the same cell, Ray claims, Texas 
attorney Percy Foreman pressured him. to plead guilty to 
the April 4. 1968, sniper shot that killed King on a motel 
balcony. The Nobel Peace Prize winner was in Memphis 
to lead a city sanitation workers’ strike.

talks with Soviet leader Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, the situation has 
turned around. 
The secretary 
of state 
is 
probably weaker than at any 
time since he was appointed in 
August, 
1973, 
and 
President 
Nixon has been replaced by 
Gerald Ford who has acted 
since 
his 
inauguration 
with 
energy and determination. 
“Of course, we watch what is 
happening to Kissinger,” one 
Soviet diplomat said as Kissing­ 
er prepared to leave for his 
Oct. 
23-27 
Soviet 
visit. 
“So 
much of the new international 
policy of detente is bound up 
with him.” 
A West German diplomat put 
it another w ay: 
“In diplomacy, as in so many 
other aspects of human affairs, 
you want to know where the 
power is. You want to know 
whether 
the 
person 
you’re 
dealing with has it, or doesn't. 
Naturally, w e’re following what 
happens to Kissinger.” 
The weakening of Kissinger 
has 
been 
dramatically, 
and 
tacitly, acknowledged by Ford 
in his declarations of support 
for the secretary of state at the 
U.N.

Sept. 18, and at his last news 
conference Oct. 9. 
Even Kissinger has acknowl­ 
edged in a published interview 
Oct. 13 that so long as Nixon

Indochina, opening to China, 
establishing detente with the 
Soviet Union.

Defending his decision to grant probation to a con­ 
fessed pusher of LSD to school kids, a Cleveland fudse 
recently said, **If the police want vengeance, that’s one 
thing. If they want rehabilitation, that’s another.” 


Commenting on the uproar over the pardoning of 
Richard Nixon, Vermont Royster, retired editor of the 
Wall Street Journal, charged that, "Clearly, much of the 
anger vented on President Ford is in reality a cry for 
vengeance on Richard Nixon.” 


Again from Saxbe; “The nation has been too starry- 
eyed in its efforts to rehabiliate — or recycle — 
dangerous, repeat offenders.” 


Well, just where does Justice end and vengeance 
begin? 
Vengeance is supposed to belong to the Lord, But few 
societies in history have been content to leave it in His 
hands. 


Today, rehabilitation is the guiding concept of 
enlightened penology. Yet we actually do almost nothing 
to make it possible for a felon to find a useful place in 
society after he leav« our revolving door prisons. All the 
while, the crime rate continues to soar and we seem 
helpless in the fact of it. 


A little vengeance might be of incalculable benefit to 
society. 


Punish the wrongdoers—fairly, but quickly and 
surely. Then don’t just put them away for a time but teach 
them skills and pay them for useful work in prison so that 
they may both make amends to their victims and have 
something with which to start a new life. 


If all our best efforts at rehabilitation fail — and we 
won’t know until we start spending as much on 
rehabilitation as we now do on re-arresting and recon­ 
victing criminals—then lock them up permanently. 


But first let the people see justice being done. Call it 
"vengeance" if you will.

Are We K.ill.tnig 0<urselves? 
Love each other! 
As a doctor, it’s probably Hie 
best suggestion I can offer in 
today’s world. For we may be 
literally 
killing 
ourselves. 
Through 
aggressiveness. 
Through fear. At the level both 
of nations and of individuals. 
Stress in our lives can be 
either 
constructive 
or 
‘destructive. If we push our­ 
selves to achieve, fairly and 
with our own talent - not at the 
expense of the o'ther ,giy - 1 think, 
that kind of stress is healthy. If 
we are reacting solely to fear, 
and doing this chronically, then 
I think such stress is destruc­ 
tive. 
Why do I qualify the foregoing 
wi'th 'the word “chronically?’* 
Let me explain : 
‘‘Sticky Platelets” 
At Massachusettes Institute of 
Technology, nutrition resear­ 
cher Dr. Robert Lees has ad­ 
vanced a hypothesis regarding 
“sticky platelets”. It is his 
belief that “sticky platelets” in 
the blood may P':ro.mole heart 
disease. Thai blood platelets 
have become “sticky” means 
they are more ready to clot. It is 
often a clot in the coronai^r 
artery which is the cause of a 
heart attack. 
“Sticky platelets” in the blood 
are part of the body’s response 
to threat.

And today, fear or 
any kind of stress has the 
same effect. The trouble is, the 
warrior reacted to stress both 
through body preparation and 
physical action. Presumably he 
weathered the ordeal, as does 
today’s athlete, for example, 
because the stress does not go 
on and on, perhaps^ 'un.reacted.- 
to. 
But many of our people are 
subject to daily stress which 
charges them up and then they 
cannot ease their feelings 
through action. And if this is 
chronic, they may well be laying 
the way for bloMi clotting that 
could lead to a heart attack. 
So, don’t scare yourself to 
death with pressures. Adopt the 
question suggested by some 
heart researchers “Will it be 
important five years from 
now?” 
Cultural Threato 
Society ought to be doing 
something about all the com- 
p e t i t i v e n e s s , 
t h e 
aggressiveness, the threats that 
our culture forces on individuals 
to the point of destructiveness. 
Living in greater' harmony 
does not mean no tension at all, 
or no contrary forces. Music and 
other arts would be weak, a 
bore, without such elem«its. 
.Bui in writing music, for 
example, there is a rule - that 
dissonance must be resolved, if 
not immediately, at least 
predictably. 
With 
this 
assurance, music is exciting 
and enjoyable. 
In society, if people would 
commit themselves to resolve 
their problems, rather than 
trying to overwhelm the other 
guy, there would be far fewer 
problems, probably 
better 
health, perhaps real peace.

to 
emerge as the first Communist 
country to host the Games. 


Moscow 
and 
Los 
Angeles 
were bidding for the Summer 
Games and Los Angeles won 
the draw to present its case 
first. 


Lake Placid, N.Y., was the 
only bidder 
for 
the winter 
games 
after 
the 
Canadian 
resort of Vancouver pulled out. 


IOC director Monique Berli- 
ouk said if all went well with 
Lake Placid’s presentation the 
announcement of the 
IOC 
decision would be made in the 
afternoon instead of Wednesday 
when 
the 
choice 
between 
Moscow and Los Angeles will 
be announced. 


Each six-man bidding delega­ 
tion was given 30 minutes to 
present its case, IOC officials 
said. 


The IOC adopted Monday a 
new amateur rule which differs 
from the old rule in two major 
points. It allows an athlete to 
be' paid the equivalent of his 
normal salary while he is away 
from his job and it sets no time 
limit on how long training can 
last. 


The new eligibility rule 26' has 
been shortened to two clauses 
with a set of explanatory bye- 
laws. It states: 


“To be eligible for participa­ 
tion 
in 
Olympic Games, a 
competitor must : 


1. Never have received any 
financial rewards or material 
benefit in connection with his or 
her sports participation, except 
as permitted in the bye-laws to 
this rule. 


2 Observe and abide by the 
rules of his or her International 
Federation, as approved by the 
IOC, even if the federation 
rules are more strict than those 
of the IOC ” 


There are two pages of bye- 
laws appended to the rule and. 
the most important concerns 
the 
so-called 
broken 
time 
payments -cash compensation 
for the 
time 
a 
competitor 
spends away from his job in 
training. 
Another by-law states that a 
competitor 
can 
not 
be 
a 
professional in one sport and 
compete in the Olympics in 
another sport as an amateur.

Lodged In The Lungs 
Swallowing something “the 
wrong way” can cause trouble. 
Even tragedy. 
Instead of traveling down the 
throat and into the stomach, 
objects can drop into the wind­ 
pipe. Some restaurants now 
have special instruments to 
remove the major causes of 
choking catastrophes: pieces of 
steak and big portions of food. If 
the portion completely blocks 
the windpipe and cannot be 
dislodged in minutes, then death 
occurs. 


But offending objects can pass 
beyond the windpipe and into 
the air passages of the lungs. 
Blocking an air passage can 
cause a lung disease called 
bronchiectasis. In some cases, 
surgery may be required to 
remove the object. 


Tiny tools are now being 
tested to avoid these traumas. 
Threading these tools through a 
flexible, nylon tube with a lens 
on one end, two investigators at 
the University of Iowa College 
of Medicine have recovered an 


amazing variety of items from 
the inner recesses of animals’ 
lungs. The tools are just big 
enough to grasp a peanut. When 
they are squeezed through a 
flexible, lighted tube, the tools 
can be controlled by 
the 
researchers’ hands. They can 
pick up paper clips, beans, 
seeds, coins, chicken bones, 
screws, and safety pins. 
In research supported by the 
Am erican Lung Association, 
Drs 
Donald C. Zavala and 
Mitchell L. Rhodes have found 
these techniques effective with 
animals. But more investigation 
is 
necessary 
before 
the 
procedures can be attempted on 
humans. The doctors believe 
that the tools will be useful in 
distoding objects from the lungs 
of all but very young children, 
who have small and delicate air 
passages. Dr. Zavala, however, 
is now testing tools to use on 
infants and toddlers.
